“THE NEW STATE 


Which the Democratic Representatives 
Want to Admit. 


FOUR CANDIDATES FOR StATEHOOD, 


Three of Which Will Be Certainly 
Democratic. 


LIVINGSTON " PUSHING TOM GLENN 


For the Interstate Commissionership—The 
Rural Mail Delivery—Aid for 
Fayetteville, 


WASHINGTON, January 19,—[Special.J— 
This congress, owing to the republicans con- 
trolling the senate and the democrats controll- 
ing the house, will accomplish but 
little work in the shape of actual 
new legislation. The two parties can agree on 
but few things. 

Of course all the appropriation bills will be 
adopted, but the house will cut them down 
and hold them down to the lowest possible 
figure. 

An effort will be made to pass several sepa- 
rate bills dealing with the tariff quesiion, but 
itis not probable that the two parties|can 
agree upon anything of consequence affecting 
this great question. The democrats of! the 
house will passa free coinage bill, but) the 
chances are against 1t becoming a law. 

There is, however, one measure of great 
importance to the democratic party which 
stands an excellent chance of adoption. That 
of a bill admitting at least three and perhaps 
all four of the territories. New Mexico, Ari- 
zonia and Oklahoma will probably be included 
in one omnibus bill and Utah will be in a sep- 


‘arate measure. 


Three of these territories are certainly dem: 
ocratic, and perhaps the fourth will be. Okla- 
homa now sends. one republican delegate w 
congress, but that is probably due to the influ- 
ence of the present administration, which is 
republican, appointed by President Harrison. 
The democrats vertainly have a good fighting 
chance in Oklahoma. As to the other three 
territories, there is no doubt but that each will 
send democratic senators and repre-entatives 
when admitted. They send democratic dele- 
gates now. 

All the bills for the admission of New Mex- 
ico, Arizona and Oklahoma have been intro- 
duced by democrats. 

The bill for the admission of Utah was in- 
troduced by Senacor Teller, of Colorado, a re- 
publican. 

If these bills are passed through the house 
the senate will be compelled to adopt them, 
and the president cannot veto them in the face 
of the precedent he set by signing the bills for 
the admission of Idaho and Wyoming during 
the last congress. 

The admission of these territories will cer- 
tainly give the democrats six more senators, 
and perhaps eight. These men would become 
members on the 4th of March, 1893, when the 
next president will be swornin. The chances 
are the ademucrats will elect the next president. 
They will also gain several senators in the 
elections next fall, and thusit wou!d seem that 
when the next president is sworn in the demo- 
crats will have all three branches of the gov- 
ernment. Then a tariff bill that wili be satis- 
factory to the country can be passed. 

Then a bill for free and unlimited coinage 
of silver can be adopted and the democratic 
party should remain in power for the next 
score of years at least. 

Indeed the prospects for the democrats in 
the next few years seems very bright now, 
though there are many things that could hap- 
pen to pruduce republican clouds in the bright 
horizon of democracy. 

Rural Mail Delivery. 

The proposed plan of having the free dispo. 
sition of mail throughout the country districts, 
which is being advocated and urged by Post- 
master General Wanamaker, will nrobably 
not be adopted at this session of corxress. It 
will take a considerable amount of muney to 
organize such asystem, and the members of 
the house committees on postoftices are oppor .d 
tosucha large expenditure of mcney right 
now. They state thatin view of the depleted 
treasury, such an expenditure would not be 
wise right now, though they will favor it when 
they believe the country can afford it. 

The policy of this congress is for the reduc- 
tion of expenditures, especially at this session. 
However, free delivery of mails in all the 


country districts is certain to be adopted in the 


near future and perhaps it will done at the 
second session of the present congress. The 
people want it and congress will give it to 
them as soon as the government’s financial 
condition is such as to warrant it. 

Colonel Livingston Aids Fayetteville. 

Colone] Livingston went around among the 
Georgia delegation and raised $66 today, which 
he has sent to the Fayetteville sufferers, 

Aiding Colonel Glenn. 

Colonel Livingston went to the white house 
this morning to see President Harrison in the 
interests of Colonel Tom Glenn, for interstate 
commerce commissioner. Mr. Harrison heard 
him, but gave no indication as to what he 
would do. He said that he had not positively 
determined who he would appoint.

LOUISIANA REPUBLICANS. 


The Warmouth Delegates Withdraw from 
the Convention—Kesolutions Adopted. 


New OrveEaAns, January 19.—The commit- 
tee on credentials of the republican state con- 
vention presented its report at the session last 
hight, and it was adopted without serious op- 
position. Half a dozen delegates in sympathy 
With the Warmouth faction withdrew amid a 
Storm of derisive cries. The committee on 
permanent organization presented the name 
of State Senator Thomas A. Cage, of Terre- 
bonue, for permanent chairman, and the con- 
vention seated him by aunanimous vote. 

In taking the chair Senator Cage declared 
the republican party to be the only one through 
Which the colored race could obtain perfect 
Tecognition of their rights and _ their 
Share of that equal domination which 
Was guaranteed them by the thir- 
teenth, fourteenth and fifteenth amendments. 

Committees were appointed to prepare a 
platform and to nominate a state ticket. Res- 
olutions were offered declaring lynching un- 
justifiable homicide; declaring white su- 
premacy to be rank politica). heresy, and an 
invitation to mob rule; demanding a free bal- 
lot and fair count; recognition of the will of 
the majority; equal rights to all; the repeal 
of all class legislation, and especially of the 
separate coach law and the enforcement of all 
Just rights of citizens, and declaring the lot- 
tery amendment a democratic measure. 

he resolutions also commend the wise and 


Statesman-like administration of Benjamin 
Hlarrison, recommend delegates from this 
State to support the renomination of Harrison, 
denounce trusts and monopolies and oppose 
the Louisiana lottery and revenue amend- 
ment and any scheme that proposes to legalize 
gambling.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


The Campaign Now in Progress for Its 
Location. 


WASHINGTON, January 19.—[{Special.]—The 
competing cities for the democratic national 
convention are actively at work tonight, the 
New York delegation having arrived at a late 
hour. There is yet no indicationas to which 
of the contestants will win the prize, as there 
are only a tew members of the natiénal com- 
mittee in the city at the ‘present titne. 
Present appearances, however, favor the 
probability that New York or Cincinnati 
will be the ultimate selection. St. Paul 
is making an exceedingly active canvass, but 
it is handicapped by the fact that Minneapolis 
has already secured the republican conven- 
tion: When the latter city was chosen by the 
republicans tor convention purposes, it was 
represented that the twin citles would be able 
to take care of the largest crowd that would in 
any event attend. Now it transpires that 
Minneapolis and St. Paul combined have in- 
sufficient accommodations, and consequently 
there is little chance that the democratic con- 
vention will go to the less roof the twin cities. 

The Other Contestants. 

Kansas City is making an earnest canvass. 
The entire Missouri delegation is working in 
that interest. The fact, however, that Kansas 
City is intensely hot in midsummer is a strong 
argument against the location of the conven- 
tion at that place. Indianapolis is making a 
poor showing, and that city might as well 
close its headquarters at once. If New York 
city really desires the convention it can prob- 
ably secure it. There is a sentiment among 
the democrats in Washington that if it will be 
of any benefit to have the convention there, 
the democratic managers in that state are en- 
titled to this much of a concession. On the 
other hand, it is said that good politics will 
dictate the location of the convention else- 
where. The state of New York has now two 
prominent figures in the presidential contest, 
and there are many apparent reasons why New 
York” city should not be made the battle 
ground on the occasion of a national conven- 


tion. 
Working for Cincinnati 


Senator Brice, chairman of the democratic 
national committee, is actively at work in be- 
half of Cincinnati. A strong delegation is 
here from that city, and its members are co- 
operating with him to secure the convention. 

The majority 6f the members of the national 
committee from thea south are said to favor 
that city, and its chances are therefore re- 
garded gs exceedingly good. Apparently 
there will be no advantage to any candidate 
in having the convention located in Cincin- 
nati, and for this reason that city will prob- 
ably bs aceeptabie toall. Milwaukee is mak- 
ing quite a demonstration, but with- 
out securing any apparent head- 
way. The same may be said of 
Detroit, but the argument of those cities is 
that it is a political necessity to have the 
democratic convention in the northwest. 
From appearances this argument has not made 
much of an impression. Chicago would like 
to have the convention, and will put up the 
necessary guarantee if there is an opening for 
permitting her to come in as a compromise. 
No active work is being done by Chicago, as it 
is thought undesirable by her citizens to do 
anything that might antagonize the interests 
of the coming world’s fair. As stated, the 
contest now appears to be between New York 


and Cincinnati, and the national committee |, 


will doubtless decide between these two cities 
on pruely political grounds. KE. W. B.

TRADING WITH COLONEL RENFROE 


For Three Thousand Acres and Oliver Spring 
Mine, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn ,January 19.—[Special. ]— 
An important deal is now pending that may 
have considerable influence on the mining 
trouble in East Tennessee. The Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company has almost 
concluded negotiations with Colonel J. W. 
tenfroe, of Atlanta, for 3,000 acres of coal 
land, including the Oliver Spring mine. This 
is one of the branch prisons at which the con- 
victs were released. \ 

The Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
lease all the state convicts, and have never 
had any trouble at their mines. Should this 
purchase be made they would doubtless at 
once consummate the agreement already en- 
tered into with the miners, and prevent any 
further trouble.

ENGLAND'S PART 


As a Probable Mediator in the Chilean 
Complication. 


CHILEANS LOOKING THERE FOR AID, 


In Order to Be Able to Stand Up 
Against the United States. 


AN INCIDENT IN MAGELLAN STRAITS, 


Which May A'‘dd to Complications at 
Present Existing—The Work of 
the Government. . 


WASHINGTON, January 19,—[Special.}—It 
is reported at the capitol today that the 
government of Great Britain has taken steps 
to bring about a more friendly feeling be- 
tween the United States and Chile, and 
will intervene to effect a settlement of the 
trouble. 

A member of the foreign affairs commit. 
tee of the house said this afternoon that be 
had not received the information officially, 
but that he had no doubt of the cortéct- 
ness of it. Other members who were seen 
had not learned of the report. It is said 
that Chile was not in a position to make 
the necessary advances, and that Great 
Britain had offered her good offices and 
would endeavor to arrange a basis on whieh 
an amicable agreement might be reached. 

The cabinet meeting today was devoted 
almost entirely to the oonsideration of the 
Chilean question. The proceedings were 
only temporarily interrupted by the slight 
illness of Secretary Blaine. There is reagon 
to believe that the government has received 
dispatches through the @hilean minister, 
looking to a peaceful and satisfactory solu- 
tion of the questions in dispute, and that 
they were submitted to thej cabinet today. 

There May Be No War. t 

It is reported that dispatches from Mi 
ister Egan indicate that the little repab- 
lic is awakening to the gravity of the Sit- 
uation, and that a more pacific tone is 
manifested in Santiago and Valparaigo. 
There is no way of verifying it tonight, 
as the utmost reticence is maintained in 
all the departments of the government in 
relation to all Chilean affairs. Day after 
day for the past week the sources of fn- 
formation have been closed up one by one, 
until now even routine matters relating to 
the movement of vessels or orders to come 
modore afte withheld from the press, and 
the book kept for the guidance of news. 
paper men at the navy department scarcely 
show a pen scratch. | 

A report current tonight is to the effect.<'pm 
the administration has received assurances that 
her majesty’s government has about prevailed 
upon Chile to suggest arbitration. This fact, 
it is said, has induced the president to delay 
the sending of his message to congress, and, as 
a result, the correspondence will not be pub- 
lished tomorrow. However this may be, there 
isno abatement of the warlike preparations, 
and every possible exertion is being made to 
put all available war material into shape for 
immediate use. While the outlook is pacific 
tonight, twenty-four hours may change the 
Situation again, and until the correspondence 
is published, nothing but opinions and guesses 
can be indulged in. 

A Singular Incident. 

Senator Manderson, of Nebraska, today 
pointed out a very peculiar fact in relation to 
the only declaration of w&r ever authorized by 
congress. In 1812, when the subject of war 
with England was discussed, a bill was intro- 
duced, and after an extensive debate it was 
passed in each house by a very small majority. 
It went tothe president and was signed by 
him. 

‘‘Now,” said Senator Manderson, “the con- 
stitution provides that congress alone shall de- 
clare war, yet in 1812 the president could, by 
the interposition of a veto, have prevented 
such a declaration. Itis evident to my mind 
thatthe framers of the constitution never 
intended that the president should be a 
member of the war-making power, 
and in the event of the introduction of a bill 
in this congress for a declaration of war with 
Chile, I should suggest that a concurrent reso- 
lution should be substituted for the bill, which 
would have force and effect without the presi- 
dent’s signature. In noother way that I see 
can congress declare war as the constitution 
provides without the aid of the president.”

A BLIZZARD IN. TEXAS, 
The Ground Is Frozen Hard and Covered 
: with Sleet. 


Da.vas, Tex., January 19.—A regular bliz- 
zard suddenly and unexpectedly came up Sun- 
day night. Sunday a steady rain fell all day 
and until 3 o’clock 1n the morning, when a 
hurricane of sieet aud snow came down, the 
mercury dropping from forty-four to eighteen 
degrees. At this hour it is ten degrees above, 
with indications that it will get down to zero 
before morning. The ground is frozen as hard 
as stone, and covered with sleet. Business is 
ata standstill, no hauling of any kind being 
done. Dispatches from Cuero, west of here, 
and from northwest Texas, say the blizzard is 
unprecedented, the severity extending over 
those vast plains, and it is apprehended that 
cattle will be frozen by the thousands. 


The Coldest Weather for Years, 

TUSCALOOSA, Ala., January 19.—[{Special.]—The 
coldest weather for years is now being experi- 
enced in Tuscaloosa. All vesterday a cold, driz- 
ziing rain was falling. Last night the winds 
shitted tothe southwest, and the thermometer 
dropped several degrees. Today it has been sicet- 
ing, and now we have the promise of a heavy 
snowfall. This is by far the coldest spell we have 
had for years, and it is the more severe as it 
comes 80 soon after the flood of a few days ago. 


They Are Out in Their Sleds. 
FLORENCE, Ala., January 19.—[{Special.)—The 
first snow deep enough to afford good sleighing 
since 1888, fell this morning, and tonight every 
imaginable kind of sleigh is brought into use. The 
snow is three inches deep.

THE CHILEAN STORY. 


-What They Have to Say About the Treat- 
ment of the Sailors 


WHO WERE BEATEN IN VALPARAISO, 


Light Sentences fora Lot of Chilean 
Toughs, 


AND A HEAVY ONE FOR THE AMERICAN. 


The People Feel That They Can Whip the 
United States, and Want War to 
Sustain Their Belief. 


New York, January 19.—The following 
will appear in tomorrow’s New York World: 
(Copyright 1892, by Press Publishing Company.) 

VALPARAISO, January 19.—[Via Galveston to 
The New York World.]— It is true that the 
Chilean government notified Captain Robley 
Evans, of the Yorktown, that it was unable to 
guarantee the safety of the refugees on board 
his ship if he undertook to transfer them to 
any departing steamers, and that neither could 
the government preyent any steamer on 
which they took passage from being searched 
in any Chilean port at which the vessel might 
touch while on her way north. There was no 
change of mind on the part of the Chilean au- 
thorities in regard to these refugees. In proof 
of this it is only necessary to look at: the facts. 
Following a statement from high 
authority it is claimed that the government 
was powerless in the premises. The govern- 
ment of Chile has no right under the constitu- 
tion of the country to interfere with the courts 
or with public prosecutors, and the govern- 
ment could not prevent the seizure of the 
refugees in any port of Chile they touched at 
on their way in any direction to a neutral port. 

The ‘Chilean Side. 

The report of the promoter fiscal to the 
judge of crimes on the Baltimore affair has 
been given tothe public and there has been 
time to examine if. This document, which 
contains 8,000 words, says that efforts were di- 
rected from the first to ascertain the origin of 
the trouble, but that they were unavailing. 
Several different accounts of the affair were 
received. The commandante of police states 
that the row began in some unknown tavern 
in one part of the city. 

Another witness says that it began by the 
American sailors beating a Chilean sailor in 
an altogether different part-of the town. 

The Chilean police say it began with a fight 
between a left-handed Chilean sailor and an 
American, and, last of all, the incident is re- 
ported to have been commenced by some 
Chileans spitting in the faces of two American 
sailors in the street. 

A crowd near by was waiting to attack them 
should they resent the insult, so it was said at 
the time. The Baltimore’s men took refuge 
on a tram car, but,the crowd stopped the car 
and hauled the men out, beating them with 
sticks and stones, and knifing them. 

The promoter fiscal has accepted the story 
that trouble began with the resenting, by the 
Americans, of spitting in their faces by some 
Chileans. For all that, my information leads 
me to believe that the attack broke out simul- 
taneously in four different parts of the city, 
as charged in President Harrison’s thessage, 

This is denied by the Chileans, and the pro- 
moter closes the introduction to his report by 
asserting that the fight owes its origin to two 
drunken Baltimore sailors striking a Chilean 
sailor. He then recounts the list of injured, 
and says it has only been possible to establish 
the culpability of four men. 

The testimony of James Johnson and Charles 
Langin, two of the Baltimore’s crew, whose 
testimony was taken here, was rejected for 
alleged inconsistencies, and the conclusion is 
drawn that persons who indulge in such in- 
consistencies are not worthy of belief. 

The Testimony Contradictory. 

He says further that their testimony is con- 
tradicted by that of numerous witnesses which 
fully proves that it is not possible to attribute 
Riggin’s death to the police, but that it was 
the work of some unknown person, thus far 
undetected. 

I willadd that the testimony of these nu- 
merous witnesses is full of inconsistencies as 
that of Johnsonand Langin. 

Then follows the report of theexpert on the 
bullet hole. He says: ‘‘The opinion is divided 
on this point among the doctors still, and, 
while they assert their opinion that it was 
caused by arifie bullet, it is rejected because 
they gave no reason for their opinion.”’ 

Drs. Cavilotand Calderon maintain that 
they cannot tell if a bullet caused Riggin’s 
death, and give as a reason that they saw the 
body the day after death. Then the accepted 
testimony of Johnson, the sailor who was 
carrying Riggin upon his back when the rifle 
ball-killed Riggin, is also rejected as unworthy 
of belief. 

The report goes on to say thatin the case of 
Turnbull there is much conflicting testimony, 
but on the strength of the admission by Carlos 
Gomez that he used a knife against Turnbul', 
and the evidence of two witnesses that Jose 
Ahumada inflicted blows on the Americans, 
and that Frederico Rodriguez stabbed Riggin 
in the hip, they tind them guilty,but add there 
is no evidence to show that Turnbull’s death 
was caused by the wounds inflicted by Carlos 
Gomez. 

John Davidson, a Baltimore sailor, was 
found guilty of hitting, with a stone, a one- 
armed Chilean sailor who was knifing an 
American sailor. 

The final tindings were as follows: 

‘“T ask the court to condemn Frederico 
Rodriguez to minor punishment in a minimum 
degree of from 61 to 540 days. 

‘‘Carlos Gomez to minor panishment anda 
maximum degree for three years. 

‘* John Davidson to prison ina medium de- 
gree from ten to fifteen years. 

‘‘Jose Ahumada to prisonina medium de- 
gree from three years and one day to five 
years.”’ 

A gentleman who understands the Chilean 
people and government pretty well says itis 
ditticult to say whatis the motive of some of 
the government’s conduct unless it be war. 
Some things can be explained away, and some 
other things cannot. Sometimes they seem to 
be bent on making difficulties and adding in- 
sult toinsult. They have a very good opinion 
of themselves, and fancy they are great diplo- 
matists, but they seem to care precious little 
for the diplomatic rights of others. 

Among some of them, so says my informant, 
the opinion prevails that the United States 
would not condescend to fight soinferior a foe, 
but among very many otherg there exists an 
insane belief that she would not dare to do so. 

One of the latest disclosuresis the curious 
fact that Mr. Thompson, correspondent of The 
London Times, is trying to sell the Chilean 
government a man-of-war. This man is active 
in other directions. It is he who has caused to 
be inserted inthe Chilean papers selections 
from a lot of European journals to the effect 
that the United States hadno navy worth 
anything, and Chile could, with almost no

The Chileans, when pressed hard, are forved

All the passengers and the crew were saved, 
but the vessel is expected to be a total loss. 

A dispatch to The Times from Santiago de 
Chile says news of the wreck of the John 
Elderis causing much excitement in that 
city, owing to the fact that itis generally be- 
lieved it was by this steamer that a 
number of refugees, who had sought safety at 
the American legation, had left the country. 
It is reported that passage was secured for 
them under false names, and the government 
is highly elated at the prospect of their now 
falling into its hands. Passengers are proceed. 
ing to Concepcioy, a Chilean port 270 miles 
southwest of Santiago de Chile. The local 
authorities of that place received orders to 
arrest all refugees found among the sbip- 
wrecked people. All mails on board the 
steamer were lost.

As a Result of Yesterday’s Sitting of the 
French Chambers. 


CABINET MINISTER CONSTANS MAD, 


And Strikes Deputy. Laur in the 
Face. 


THREE OTHER ROWS THEN ENSUE, 


In Consequence of Which Three More 
Duels Were Made Necessary—An 
Exciting Scene. 


Paris, January 19.—The chamber of depu- 
ties today was a scene of unusual excitement. 
At the opening of the sitting President Floquet 
announced that he had received an intimation 
from a Boulangist member, M. Laur, that he 
desired to ask Premier De Freycinnet what 
steps the government would take regarding 
The Intransigeant’s attacks upon a certain 
member of the cabinet. 

De Freycinnet said that it was clear that the 
object of the question was to have newspaper 
articles read from the tribune reflecting upon 
the government, and he, therefore, declined to 
discuss the matter. [Cheers.] 

Several members spoke in favor of the pree 
vious question. Others opposed the shelving 
of the matter, reminding the house that the 
president had recently decided that every 
member had the right to be heard on a@ ques 
tion not relating to the foreign policy of the 
government, and maintaining that the house 
ought not to vote the previous question when 
it was a case of sheltering members of the 
cabinet. [{Hisses.] 

As. M. Laur was leaving the tribune M 
Constans, toward whom the insinuations were 
directed, suddenly advanced and struck him 
in the face, 

An Uproar Ensues. 

There was an uproar immediately. The 
government supporters widly cheered M. Cone 
stans, while M. Laur, surrounded by friends, 
was led to his seat. M. Constans, on return- 
ing to his place, was warmly congratulated, a 
number of deputies hurrying to his side to 
ehake hands with him. 

Meanwhile President Floquet vainly rang 
his bell in an effort to restore order, and find- 
ing that his warnings were disregarded, finally 
adjourned the sitting. He advised the mem- 
bers to retire to the committee rooms, but many 
of them persisted in remaining in the chamber, 
ahd there was no abatement in the clamor, 

Various groups of deputies became engaged 
in violent quarrels. During one of these 
Deputy Delpeich, a republican member, cuffed 
the ears of Deputy Castelin, a Boulangist. As 
a result of this act of violence, Dumarteil 
waited on Delpeich in the lobby to arrange for 
a duel with Castelin. 

At this juncture there was another row, f6- 
sulting in arrangements for another duel, 
which it was settled should precede that be- 
tween Cactelin and Delpeich. - 

Out in the Lobby. ‘ 

About the same time, also,in the lobby a 
well-known journalist struck Boudeau, a Bou- 
langist member. Other personal encounters 
being imminentin the chamber and in the 
lobbies, the questeurs interfered, and, having 
requested the deputies to leave, cleared the 
lobbies. 

Later on, the interrupted sitting was re- 
sumed. M. Constans on entering the chamber 
was greeted with cheers. He responded by 
expressing his satisfaction at the sympathy 
shown him in the chamber, adding that it was 
—— to maintain one’s sang 
froid. 

The motion to consider the previous ques 
tion was then agreed upon by a vote of 438 
to 44. 

When M. Constans left the chamber many of 
the deputies escorted him to his carriage.

The Gate City Guard Celebrate Their Birth- 
day Very Appropriately. 

The Gate City Guard celebrated their thirty- 
seventh anniversary in their armory last night.

THE COMMON SCHOOLS 


How the School Fund Will Go to Whites 
and Blacks. 


AVERY SERIOUS VIEW OF THE SYSTEM, 


ee 


The Negroes Get $178,000 More from 
Georgia Than They Pay Into the 
General Treasury Fund. 


State School Commissioner Bradwell! is get- 
ting in reports now which will enable him to 
ascertain correctly the comparative progress 
of the white and colored schegls of this state 
in parallel columns. \ 

The impression out through tlie state is that 
a very serious turn is being given to the edu- 
cation of the two racesin this state by the 
present system. 

It is generally believed that the negro is 
being educated decidedly with advantages 
over the white man’s child. 

The belief is growing with the people that 
something must be done soon, or a crisis will 
come in the progress of the present free school 
system calculated to make legislators who go 
to the statehouse within the next few years 
withdraw every appropriation to the free 


school system. : 

The trouble seems to be in the idea thatis 
going over the state that the negroes ought not 
to be put on the same basis of allowance in the 
distribution. of the school money as the 

whites, because the negroes do not pay near 
the taxes that the whites pay. 

Another idea is out. It is believed that the 
negro is getting more beretit from the school 
fund than the white citizen. The negro child 
can be sent to school at a less expense than the 
white child, for he can live on cornbread crust 
and a meatskin. Thus they are all flocking 
off to schoo}, leaving the plow stuck in the 
ground and the hoehandle standing upright, 
with no one touse it. The result isa draw- 
back in two ways to the education of the white 
children. In the first place it fills the negro 
schools and takes out of the fund an enormous 
sum for educating the negroes which might 
goto educat ng the white children. Again, it 
requires the white childrenin therural districts 
to quit their own schools and go to plowing 
and working in the fields, taking the place of 
the negro children. 

There are some very serious faults in the 
present system of free schools in Georgia 
every one must confess. But these are not the 
worst features in the minds of inany. 

When the young negro schoo! children go 
through school they have as good a chance for 
@ university education as the whites. There 
are several colored universities in the state at 
which tuition is free. There is no denying 
the fact that these negroes.get a very 
good education at ihese universities 
and when they graduate they all 
ro to teaching, thus multiplying 
the number of negro schools in a truly won- 
derful proportion. The white graduate has all 
the professions open to him, and but few can 
afford to teach school atasmall salary when 
they can get two and three times as much in 
another profession. Itis no wonder in the 
light of these facts that the people are com- 
piaining at the tendency of the free school 
system in the south, and especially here in 
Georgia. 

A Few Figures. 

Until a few years ago there wasnot much in- 
clination manifested on the part of the negroes 
to enjoy the free school fund as their privileges 
allowed, but it is quite different now. 

By the census of 1588 there were 560,281 
school children in Georgia, 2{%,388 of which 
were whites and 263,893 of which were colored. 
The proportion was nearly even then, und is 
nearer now, though Commissioner Bradwell 
ned the white schools will still show up in the 
lead. 

The percentage is about 47 colored to 53 white 
school children in Georgia. 

“The whites are more prompt in their at- 
tendance,’’ said Commissioner Bradwell, ‘‘and 
the whites are, asarule, getting more benefit 
from the school fund than the negroes in spite 
of the proportion of the children. There 
were last year 209,259 white children to enter 
the common schoojs at the beginning of the 
term, and only 124,491 colored children. The 
whites are, as a rule, more reguiar in attend- 

’ ance, too, andas wepay by the number of 
days of actual attendance, the whites get more 
of the money. 

**The common school system is all right if 
the whites can continue to control itin this 
way, but Lam free to confess that there is 
muchin itto condemn. I have, for reasons 
like these, sought to get every bit of the sta- 
tistics I can this year about the relative prog- 
ress of white schools and black schools. ‘This 
bas not been required heretofore. I will have 
the report out soon, giving all the details. 

About the Taxes. 

In proportion to the amount of tax money 
paid in by them the negroes are drawing out 
much more tlian they ought for common 
schools. 

The negroes did not pay in last year but 
$72,119.42 general tax for all purposes. 

The whites paid in $2,188,480.53. 

The total paid in was $2,260,600, out of 
which $500,000 went to the common schools. 
In other words, Georgia gave her 
school children $428,000 more’ than 
the negroes of the state paid into the 
treasury in toto for generai purposes. 

Since the per cent is about 50 white and 50 
colored, it is seen that the negroes would get 
about half the $500,000 or $250,000; and yet 
they only pay into the treasury for general 
SS $72,000. This means that they get 

ack just $178,000 more than they pay the 
state of Georgia annually. 

These figures are alarming, and they mean 
much. 

Commissioner Bradwell says there is one 
safe check on the negro schools, however, and 
that is the power of the county boards. They, 
of course, know that the expenses of running 
@ negro scheol are lighter than those of run- 
ning the white schools. They do not, in many 
instances, pay the colored teachers as much as 
they pay the whites, for this reason. 

View the question as you may, the problem 
of educating the negro in Georgia is growing 
serious.

Colonel Forsyth, the local United States 
secret service ojticer, has a rare collection of 
cuts and literature, representing United States 
coin, in his oftice. ® 

They have been collected in _ his district, 
principally in Atlanta, under instruction from 
Washington. 

Until recently, there was statutory prohibi- 
tion of the publication in newspapers of cuts 
of United States coins, but there is a clause in 
the revised statutes forbidding—under heavy 
penalty—the use of cuts representing United 
States coins under any circumstances. 

This fact is not generally known. and up to 
a few days ago, twocr three Atlanta newspa- 
pers were running ‘‘adds’’ illustrated with cuts 
representing a silver dollar. Colonel Forsyth 
notified the publishers to discontinue the use 
of the cuts, and also demanded the plates. 

The government requires its representatives 
to take possession of such cuts wherever and 
whenever found and forward them to Wash- 
ington. There is also a very popular paper 
weight in use in Atlanta that represents a 
stack or stacks of gold coins. These have also 
been captured wherever found, and if Colonel 
Forsyth has missed any the possessors might 
as well send them to him. 

A whisky house in the city had on hand 
about fifteen thousand labels with cuts repre- 
senting silver dollars on them, and it is just 
out that much advertising literature, and 
Colonel! Forsyth has just that many labels in 
his office that he would like to be rid of.

ENTIRELY NEW ARRANGEMENTS

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PLACE HIM HERE. 


A Popular Demand for the R. and D,’s 
President to Be in Atlanta. 


WHO WILL SUCCEED MR, INMANP 


Several Men Mentioned—Among Them 
Being Sam Spencer and Cap- 
tain Green, 


Tue ConstituTion’s demand that the 


Richmond and Danville should have a presi- 
dent apart from the Richmond Terminal was 
unanimously indorsed in railroad and business 
circles yesterday. 

Mr. John H. Inman, who is president of 
both companies, wishes to be relieved of at 
least one of the offices, as was stated in THE 
CONSTITUTION last fall. 

He said yesterday that he was ready to re- 
linquish the presidency of the Richmond and 
Danville at the earliest possible moment, and 
he added that he would favor the election of 
an Atlanta man to the position, ashe thinks 
that the president should live on the line of 
the road. 

At the meeting of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville’s new board of directors in New York on 
Monday, the following officers were re-elected : 

Second vice president, A. B. Andrews, of 
Raleigh ; third vice president, John A. Ruth- 
erford, of New York; general manager, W. H. 
Green, of Atlanta; traflic manager, Sol Haas, 
of Atlanta. 

The position of first vice president was left 
vacant. 

There will be nothing further done in the 
way of putting the affairs of the company on a 
permanent working basis until the report of 
the Olcott committee is received. This report, 
itis thought, will not be made for several 
weeks. 

If this committee is made to see the strength 
of sentiment in Georgia for a separate presi- 
dent fogthe Danville, the report will no doubt 
recommend it with the provisio that his head- 
quarters shall be in Atlanta. All the business 
men and railroad men, too, agree that it would 
be far better for the road if it had a president 
whocould devote his time to the property. 
“The Danville’s interests are so vast and 
varied that a man cannot direct its policy 
properly and attend to other great interests at 
the same time,’’ was the way one gentleman 
put it.

Railroad and Banking Company, is managing 
the Central’s bank in Savannah. Captain 
Raoul is president of the Mexican National 
railroad. 

Mr. Spencer’s name was known in this con- 
nection to only one or twoin the Kiser build- 
ing. He is from Coiumbus, Ga., a graduate 
of the University of Georgia and an able and 
experienced railroad man. When Robert 
Garrett was president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Mr. Spencer was first vice president, and 
when Garrett’s mind gave way Mr. Spencer 
succeeded him as president.{He has friends and 
wide connections in the state. 

‘Watch out for Spencer,” was the signifi- 
cant remark droppedin one of the rooms of the 
Kiser building. 

Everybody is at sea about the first vice pres- 
idency. Since Mr. Pat Calhoun resigned, 
there has not even been an acting first vice 
president. In the event of Mr. Spencer’s 
election to the presidency, General Alexander 
may be tendered the first vice presidency. 

It is especially desired by the railroad men 
themselves that a president should be chosen 
who will have his oftice here in Atlanta, A 
dozen ofthe most prominent officials stated 
yesterday that it would be to the interest of 
the company and the public.

That the * Olcott Committee

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 19.—[{Special.]— 
General Alexander has returned from his trip 
to New York.

PROVOKING ITS PATRONS. 


Cotton Merchants Sue the Richmond and 
Danville for Reclamations. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 19.-—[Special.]— 
Prominent cotton tirms here have en much 
dissatisfied of late owing to the inability to get 
financial satisfaction from the Richmond and 
Danville railroad for short cotton. 

One house, Dwelle, Cann & Daniel, hag 
enfered suit and other firms say they will fol- 
low the example atonce. Their claims have 
been running for several months. This house 
has also piaced several sima.ler claims in a 
justice’s court and has been informed that 
these suits will be paid by the railroad if the 
firm will withdraw them and pay the costs. 
This policy seeins to the house 
to be @ rather hard one. The tirm 
had been compelled to enter the 
suits, and finally to waive the costs of putting 
the casesin court. It is regarded here asa 
great hardship that suits must be begun to 
settle claims long delayed and which have 
been sent to Atlanta for settlement, but ap- 
pear to have been shelved. 

One house has a large claim for cotton de- 
stroyed a year ago, upon which the insurance 
has been paid; bat its efforts to get the money 
from the railroad Lave been without avail. 

“The trouble now,” explained a cotton 
factor this morning, “‘is, we are not inet with 
any accommodation. We go to the oilices and 
we are told that they are running the road to 
make money. Many thousands of dollars are 
now due factors here.” 


BELOW PAR. 


Southwestern Stock, Which Was Long Gilt- 
Edged, Is at 98. 


Southwestern railroad stock is below par. 

A Macon broker was offering it at 48 on 
Monday, and he did not get any trade out of it 
at that figure. Nearly $500,000 of the stock is 
held in Macon. 

This road was never bonded, having been 
built on a capitalization of $12,000 per mile. 
The system comprises 325 miles of road, 
traversing a fine section of Georgia. Two years 

o the stock was quoted at $138 a share.

Must Pay State Taxes. 

For some years the Pullman Palace Car 
Company refused the payment of taxes in 
Kansas on the ground that taxes were paid in 
Iitinois on the stock of the company. In a 
suitrbrought by the attorney general in the 
United States supreme court the decision was 
rendered that the state taxes must be paid. 
The attorney general now instructs the treas- 
urers of sixty counties to collect from the Pull- 
man company the penalties and interest at the 
rate of 50 per cent perannum, that being the 
amount fixed by law for penaltieson unpaid 
personal taxes. 

As it has been four years since the Pullman 
company enjoined the various Kansas counties 
through which their cars run from collecting 
personal taxes on the Pullmans, the penalties 
and interest. will amount to more than one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars for that 

riod. The amount would have been much 

arger had not the Union Pacific Railway 
Company paid the Pullman taxesannually 
under protest, thereby saving the penalties. 
The company has not yet had time to decide 
whether it will resist the collection of the pen- 
alty or not.

Next Week Some Time. 

Commander-in-Chief John Palmer, of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, will be in At- 
lanta the latter partfof next week. 

He is coming ona visit—the guest of the 
post whose participation in a parade so stirred 
up his martial feelings. 

And concerning which his statements have 
been decidedly the reverse of complimentary. 

A letter was received from Department 
Commander Shoals by the O. M. Mitchell post 
yesterday morning. It announced Commander 
Palmer’s visit to Georgia on next Tuesday. 

He will go first to Augusta, and will there 
attend the state encampment of the order.

A NARROW ESCAPE 


From Death in Some of Atlanta's Muddy 
Quicksand, Night Before Last. 

There is one street in Atlanta which stands 
in good need of being paved, or at least at- 
tended to in some way. 

A boy came near losing his life there early 
yesterday morning, anda delivery wagon was 
brought back to town minus a suffocated 


horse. 

The thoroughfare in question is Simpson 
street, at its extreme western end. 

Just after midnight yesterday a grocer’s 
wagon started out the street tobe put up by 
the driver. A sewer had overflown, and the 
heavy rain had, in addition, caused a big 
amount of mud. 

Into this the horse stepped. The animal 
was firmly fixed and he rapidly sank. The 
more the horse tried to get out the worse he 
fated, and finally he fell over and was soon 
suffocated in the wretched mixture of liquid 
mud. 

The driver was powerless to render aid to 
the animal, but quickly went about extricat- 
ing the wagon and saving his own neck. 

It was but a few minutes afterwards that 
Fritz Paxton, a voung boy, walked along that 
way. Inaninstanta loud call for help was 
heard. 

The boy had stepped into the deep mud, and 
it seemed to draw him like quicksand. He 
sank deeper every minute. lt had reached 
his waist, when his repeated cries attracted 
Gene Thurmond, the well-known motorman, 
who rushed to his assistance. 

Thurmond had no means of pulling the boy 
out except by a rope, which he got and threw 
to Paxton, who clung to it, and with the 
motorman’s assistance, was once more on safe 
ground. He was perfectly exhausted and, of 
course, completely covered with mud. 

It was a narrow gescape from a horrible 
death.

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A LIBEL SOIT. 


The Bradstreet Company Sued for Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars 


ON ACCOUNT OF A COMMERCIAL RATING. 


An Attachment Sued Out Against the At- 
lanta Agency—W hat Mr, Dow- 
ling Says. 


The Atlanta agency of the Bradstreet Com- 
pany wasin the hands of Sheriff Morrow for 
a short while yesterday afternoon. 

And be now holds a receipt for the office 
fixtures. 

It is all on account of a business report sent 
out by the office some time last September. 

The report was about the commercial stand- 
ing of Mr. L. Steinau, and was such as to 
cause him to bring a suit for libel in the sum 
of $15,000. 

This was filed yesterday afternoon, and with 
it an attachment. 

The attachment was placed in the hands of 
Sheriff Morrow, and he served itat once, levy- 


_ing on the office fixtures of the Atlanta office. 


Mr. W. J. Dowling, the manager, gave a re- 
ceipt to the sheriff for the property, and he 
wiil continue in charge of it. 

With the attachment a garnishment was is- 
sued on the Gate City National bank to hold 
whatever money the company might have in 
bank. The garnishment was served on Mr. L. 
J. Hill last night. 

Mr. Dowling will give bond today, as is 
usual in such cases. 

Mr. L. Steinau, the plaintiff in the case, is a 
saloon keeper, and is the proprietor of the 
“Executive.” He is represented by Bishop 
& McWhorter and Julius L. Brown. The 
declaration has not yet been filed, but Messrs. 
Bishop & McWhorter said last night that 
the suit was brought on account of reports sent 
out through the business world, which were 
very damaging to the business standing of Mr. 
Steinau. They had reported, so the attorneys 
say, that Mr. Steinau had settled his indebted- 
ness at 50 cents on the dollar, and had no 
credit in Atlanta. 

Mr. Steinau will state in the declaration that 
he never made such a settlement as reported, 
and that the statement was very damaging to 
his credit. 

Mr. W.J. Dowling was seen yesterday after- 
noon by a reporter of THE CONSTITUTION. 

“TI do not know,” said he, “upon what Mr. 
Steinau bases his suit. We have not rated his 
credit since last September. We sent out a 
report about him then, but if there was any- 
thing init to cause a damage suit plenty of 
damage suits could be brought.’’ 

The office of the company will continue to 
be open, as Mr. Dowling will arrange for bond 
today. It is usual in libel suits, where the de- 
fendants are non-residents, to attach their be- 
longings.

Despite the unfavorable weather, the 
celebration of Robert E. Lee’s birthday 
in Atlanta, yesterday, under the auspices 
of the Virginia Society, was a notable 
event. 

The orator of the occasion, Hon. Charles 
O' Ferrall, of Virginia, was warmly wel- 
comed by our citizens, and his personal 
magnetism and captivating eloquence won 
for him a host of admirers. 

Colonel O’ Ferrall’s enthusiastic and reso- 
lute championship of Mr. Crisp in the 
speakership campaign is pleasantly re- 
membered by all Georgians. The eloquent 
Virginian was a member of the last 
congress, and was one of the first to 


‘puggest Mr. Crisp for the speaker’s chair. 


The members of the Virginia Society, 
the Confederate Veterans and our citizens 
generally were delighted with Mr. O’Fer- 
rall’s speech, a full synopsis of which is 
presented elsewhere in this issue, 


A Business View. 

Yesterday we presented certain points and 
arguments for the consideration of the man- 
agement of the Richmond Terminal system, 
tending to show the advantage to all parties 
of making Atlanta the real, instead of the 
nominal headquarters of the Richmond and 
Danville system. 

We believe that we have presented a 
sound business view of the. situation, 
whether it is regarded from the standpoint 
of the Richmond Terminal or from that of 
the people who are the patrons of the sys- 
tem. Let the headquarters of the Rich- 
mond Terminal remain in New York if nec- 
essary, where the general finances of the en- 
tire system are managed, but by all means 
establish the real headquarters of the rail- 
roads included in the Richmond and Dan- 
ville system right here in Atlanta, the nat- 
ural center of the system. We have al- 
ready experienced the difficulties and em- 
barrassments resulting from the present long 
range management of the system, and it 
strikes us that it must be as unsatisfactory 
tothe Terminal managers as it is to the 


"public. 


It is plain enough that Atlanta is the nat- 
ural center of the Richmond and Danville 


‘system, and its president or the officials 
.charged with the operation of its roads 


should be located here.© As matters now 
stand, the patrons and people along the line 
find that in nearly all important matters 
they are forced to deal with distant officials 
in New York, instead of the officials at the 
nominal headquarters in Atlanta. It must 
also be unsatisfactory to the New York offi- 
cials to be compelled to watch and manage 
details at the end of the system down south, 
when men fully competent to do the busi- 
ness are now here, but without such execu- 
tive authority as they should have. 

We called attention yesterday to the fact 
that no great system had ever been success- 
fully operated in the west and in the suuth 
when the managers were located at a dis- 
tance from its lines. Why should the Rich- 
mond and Danville continue the experi- 
ment? 


President Hyde. 

Today or tomorrow—certainly during the 
week—Atlanta will have a distinguished 
visitor in the person of Mr. H. B. Hyde, the 
president. of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Association. Mr. Hyde has had a remarka- 
ble business career. When twenty-five years 
old, he organized the Equitable, and his ex- 
traordinary success is an evidence of the re- 
sults that can be brought about by a young 
man of energy and talent. He not only 
made an opening for his own career, but has 
established a business which has given 
thousands of others similar opportunities. 

Mr. Hyde will be cordially welcomed to 
this city. He has shown his confidence in 
Atlanta by advancing the money to erect the 
Equitable building, which, when completed, 
will represent nearly a million dollars. To 
this extent Mr. Hyde is an Atlanta man, 
and our citizens will give him a touch of 
Atlanta hospitality. 


The Hill Programnmme. 

The republican organs of New York are 
in quite a state of mind because the senate 
has pushed through a bill providing for an 
enumeration of the voters of the state. It 
will be interesting to see whether their criti- 
cisms and complaints will be re-echoed by 
their democratic assistants in the south. 
The passage of the bill is a definite and an 
important part of Governor Iill’s programme, 
and there is no reason why democrats who 
have been abusing him for What he has al- 
ready accomplished in New York state 
should not follow it up. 

The constitution of the state of New York 
has 4 mandatory clause providing for an 
enumeration of the people of the state every 
ten years. The republicans lave _persist- 
ently ignored the mandates of the constitu- 
tion for the reason that a census would show 
it to be the minority party. The bill was 
pushed through with dispatch, but there was 
no reason for any lengthly discussion. The 
maiter has already been exhaustively dis- 
cussed. For years the democrats have been 
demanding that the mandate of the consti- 
tution be complied with. By refusing the 

“minority has been able to control the affairs 
of the state, and the democrats would have 
been justified in cutting off all debate what- 
so0ever. - 

The enumeration bill thas passed the sen- 


ate and it will as surely pass the house and 
be signed by the governor. The census will 
increase the vote of the democratic party, 
and will enable the majority to rule the state 
in accordance with the desires of the people. 
The enumeration will take place next 
month, and it will so strengthen the party as 
to make the state democratic beyond all 
question, 

Let the Hill programme go on to its full 
development, It means democratic victory. 


A Bad Business. 

A New York correspondent has discovered 
that an article credited to Tuer CoNsTITvu- 
TION is floating around over a strange signa- 
ture, and is claimed by a self-styled author 
who has no right to it. 

We do not recall the article as having ap- 
peared in Tue CONSTITUTION, but this trick 
of ‘stealing a man’s brains’’ is nothing new. 
The country isinfested with poetasters; there 
are robbers on every literary highway who 
wait and watch for unwary authors and rifle 
their portfolios without conscience, 

The thing iscommon. Not a day passes 
but Tue CONSTITUTION receives manu- 
scripts in prose and verse which are discov- 
ered to be bold literary thefts. Indeed, it 
frequently happens that the work of its own 
writers, having gone the rounds of the press, 
is returned to the edifor with strange signa- 
tures, and is offered for sale at our usual 

ates! 

Several days since, a fresh young man 
from Alabama, offered us one of Samuel Min- 
turn Peck’s most popular poems, declaring 
that he had ‘‘just dashed it off,’ and a 
*‘voung lady who hopes to win a reputation 
in the literary world’’ assures us that she 
wrote one of Mrs. Browning’s best sonnets, 

Sometimes these ‘‘writers,’’ by changing 
lines in a story or @ poem, manage to get in 
print; but what can they hope to gain by 
such work? They cannot escape detection, 
and detection means the censure, the con- 
tempt of the public. 

We have spotted them all—here in Geor- 
gia and elsewhere—and their names are well 
advertised in the black book of remem- 
brance; but they are a hardy set, these pla- 
giarists, and when they are detected in one 
newspaper office they turn up serenely in 
another. 

The New York editors are on the right 
ling. They have long been the prey of lit- 
erary thieves, and now they propose to apply 
the law to them and make them pay the 
penalty of their sins. 

It is a good idea, and we commend it to 
all editors who have to contend with these 
pirates and highwaymen of the literary world. 


England’s Warlike Methods. 

The London Times takes the position that 
the United States should wait an indefinite 
period for Chile’s apology and reparation. 
This organ of British opinion says that 
Chile can hardly be asked with decency to 
go behind the findings of her own tribunals 
upon evidence taken by the courts of another 
country. 

To this The New York Press sharply re- 
plies: ‘‘The Times ought to tell us how 
much decency England has usually shown 
in dealing with the Spanish-American re- 
publics, as when, for instance, the British 
war vessel Niobe bombarded Omoa in Hon- 
duras in 1873 for alleged injury to British 
subjects, the authorities of Honduras not 
even having had a chance to settle the mat- 
ter by negotiation.’’ 

Undoubtedly, England would not have 
shown our patience and forbearance in deal- 
ing with Chile. Her war vessels would 
have turned loose their broadsides long be- 
fore this. 

But the point made by The London Times 
has nothingin it. Some of the best wit- 
nesses in the Baltimore case were afraid to 
go before the Chilean tribunal, as they had 
good reason to believe that they would have 
been assassinated. Even without their tes- 
timony, the evidence in the Chilean court 
showed very plainly that the crew ofthe 
Baltimore had been made the victims of an 
unprovoked and murderous outrage. 

It is too late in the day for England to 
persuade us that the settlement of this mat- 
ter rests entirely with Chile. Her own 
example in similar cases points the way to 
forcible and summary measures. Riche- 
lieu’s maxim is a good one: ‘‘First employ 
all means to conciliate; failing these, all 
means tocrush!’’ If soft words will not 
bring Chile to reason, lead and iron will.

Harrison on States’ Rights. 

One point in President Harrison’s recent 
message to congress deserves to be singled 
out and kept before the country. 

The president said that should Utah be 
admitted as a state into the union, con- 
gress would not have the right to suppress 
Mormonism in the new state, if its people 
decided to adhere to that religion. Federal 
interference would be unconstitutional. 

George Alfred Townsend wrote the other 
day, ‘‘the states’ rights doctrine is dead,’ 
but here we have a republican president 
solemnly acknowledging in a state paper the 
right of the people of a state to maintain 
their freedom of thought and conscience 
even to the extent of permitting polygamy. 

This admission goes very far toward reas- 
serting the whole business of state sover- 
eignty and the rights of states. If the fed- 
eral government is going to respect one pro- 
vision of the constitution in regard to the 
rights of a state, it must respect and main- 
tain all the provisions of. that instrument. 
It will be logically forced to recognize home 
rule and local self-government to the full ex- 
tent of the theory held by Jefferson and his 
followers. 

Just how this sudden outbreak of Jeffer- 
sonian democracy got into Mr. Harrison’s 
message, itis not easy to explain. It is 
there, however, and it will be heard from in 
the future. The old doctrine of states’ 
rights was dead long ago, according to the re- 
publicans. How is it that their president 
now trots it out as one of the living factors 
of our political system?

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


THE NEw York: Sun says: ‘The outbreak of 
civil war in the republic of Venezuela can hardly 
be postponed till the opening of congress in Feb- 
ruary. The leaders of both parties are in an in- 
flammatory state of mind, and there is no end to 
the rumors of plots and counterplots in Caracas, 
President Palacio has resorted to violent and un- 
constitutional means of obtaining another term 
of office without holding another election. He 
has exiled his chief rival, ex-President Rojas 
Paul; he has banished a large number of his ad- 
versaries; he has imprisoned editors and sup- 
pressed their papers; he has usurped powers 
that do not belong to him, and he has 
squandered the public funds to promote his 
schemes and to secure a second term of the presi- 
dency. The opposition party, which supports ex- 
President Paul, is ripe for revolution, and will re- 
sort to force if it shall prove that Palacio has se- 
cured the subserviency of congress in such a way 
as to tolerate the annulment of the constitution. 
The opposition party is unwilling to believe that 
congress will sustain President Palacio, and it is 
the desire of President Paul that his adherents 
shall meanwhile refrain from violence. The out- 
break of civil war in Venezuela at this time would 
be a great misfortune to the country. It would 
interfere with several important railroad projects, 
and would effectually discourage the immigration 
of Europeans, which the government has been 
striving toincrease, and for the promotion of 
which a large sum of money has been appropri- 
ated.”’ 


A MADISON CouNTY, Florida, planter writes that 
very little cotton will be produced in his wounty 
in future. Over eleven hundred laborers have 
moved away, and thousands of acres of good 
land will not be cultivated this year. In many 
localities planters will either try diversified crops 
or no crops at all.

THE JURY ILLEGAL 


The Howell Jury in Warrenton Dis- 
missed, f 


A NEW FEATURE IN THE TRAGEDY. 


The Unfaithlul Wife Absent from Her 
Husband’s Side—His Sisters 
Present. 


WARRENTON, Ga., January 19.—[Special.]— 
The case of the state vs. A. V. Howell was 
called here yesterday morning—this being the 
adjourned term set for the second trial of 
Howell. Every man whose name is in the 
jury box, not including those summoned for 
the first trial, had been subpenaed and not- 
withstanding the heavy rain which fell Sun- 
day night, 155 answered to their names out of 
the 237 drawn and summoned. 

The Wife Absent. 

The prisoner was conducted into court at 
9:45 o’clock, and went with a bailiff to 
an ante-room where he remained 
until court opened. He was accompanied by 
his father and three sisters—his wife being 
absent—a sad feature which was commented 
on, and which no doubt aroused sympathy for 
the prisoner. 

The Jury Quashed. 

After the jury had been called the state an- 
nounced ready, but it remained for the de- 
fense to explode somewhat of abomb. Col- 
one! Davis arose and filed several causes why 
the jury should be quashed. Chief among the 
causes alleged was that the jury summoned to 
try Howell was illegal. The jury list as made 
out in August, 1890, had on!y turee of the six 
jury commissioners’ signatures thereto, and the 
clerk of the court had failed to certify thereto 
as prescribed. 

Judge McWhorter sustained Colonel Davis’s 
point and the jury was dismissed and Howell’s 
case set for trial at the next regular term of 
the court—the first Monday in April next. 

The Probable Effect. 

Just what effect this proceeding will have on 
the case cannot be intelligently told by your 
correspondent. The state’s attorney claims 
that the detense did its case no good, while the 
defense claim thatif the traverse jury was il- 
legal, the grand jury that indicted Howell 
was illegal, therefore, Howell stands as a man 
who has been arraigned and vried for his life 
on a true bill found by an illegal grand jury. 
It is furtherclaimed that if the true bill is 
illegally found, that Howell cannot be indicted 
the second time, he having already been ar- 
raigned on the illegal bill. The future of the 
case is being freely discussed, and we give 
these points for what they are worth.

STITUTION is on the right line in urging that all 
the actual operating departments of the road be 
brought here, from the president down, because 
thi can never work satisfactorily as long as 
only 4 pixoel Chien are here, while, after all, those 
in New York are the ones with which people have 
to negotiate whenever there is anything of impor- 
tance to be attended tu. . 

Now I have a suggestion to make, and it is that 
those who own the road put Captain W. H. Green 
in charge as its president, which position, I am 
told, Mr. Inman has already decided to give up in 
a short while, as he does not care to retain that 
and the presidency of the Terminal, the latter of 
which he willhold. It is said to be the purpose 
of the Terminal to separate that com- 
pany from the operating department of 
all of its roads, and it is an excellent policy. 

There is not a better man in America for the 
presidency of the Richmond and Danville than 
Captain Green. An excellent gentleman, a supe- 
rior railroad man, of great personal strength, and 
having the full confidence ot ail who are associated 
with him, he would, as president of the Richmond 
and Danville, bring to bear such valuable qualities 
as would be of immense benefit to the system.

Corundum in Georgia. 

JANUARY 19, 1892.—Editor Constitution: Dur- 
ing the past week I have received quite a number 
of letters from different sections of the state re- 
ferring to a recent interview with one of THE 
CONSTITUTION’S reporters, and making inquiries 
about the mineral resources of north Georgia. To 
avoid an extensive correspondence, which would 
consume much of my time, I desire in a general 
way, by permission of the editor, to answer these 
communications in THE CONSTITUTION. 

The important inquiries are: 

1. Where does corundum,exist in paying quan- 
tities in Towns and Rabun counties? 

2. Is corundum a rare mineral? 

3. 18 it true that there are many undeveloped 
resources in northeast Georgia? 

1. It is unlawful for me fo answer the first of 
these questions at the present time. The law 
re-establishing the geological survey of Georgia 
prevents the disclosure of the value of any dis- 
covery, except to the owner of the propercy on 
which the discovery is made, until it is made 
known in an official report issued by the depart- 
ment. Ihave prepared geologic maps of Towns 
and Rabun counties, on which the corundum 
belts are carefully marked. When these maps 
are printed this information will be accessible 
free of charge, and the report accompanying 
these maps will describe in detail the associate 
rocks and minerals. 

2. ls corundum a rare mineral? Comparatively 
itis. It occurs in small quantities in various sec- 
tions of Georgia and the United States; but few 
mines are in operation, because of the small 
quantity. Rabun county, Georgia, and Corun- 
dum Hill, N. C., are the sources of supply tothe 
United States. A large amount is annually 
shipped to the United States to supply the grow- 
ing demand. What is it worth? Its value de- 
pends on the grade, and varies from 10 cents to 75 
cents per pound for the ore, which is very 
heavy. 

3. Northeast Georgia may rightly be called a 
section of undeveloped resources. The vast 
timber and mineral resources have received but 
little attention. . E. T. WHATLEY,

THE RIVER IS RISING. 


Augusta Seems to Be in Danger of An. 
other Flood. 


THE HEAVY RAINS 


And the Water Gauge Indicates a Risa 
Which Points to Another 
Flood. 


CONTINUE, 


Aveusta, Ga., January 19.—[Special.]—For 
the first time since the river commenced 
rising, the people are a little uneasy tonight, 
Discouraging news has been received from up 
the country, in that section tributary to the 
Savannah river. Reports of a heavy rainfall 
last night and today have been coming in 
from Washington, Anderson, McCormick, Mt. 
Carmel and other stations along the line of 
the river‘above here. 

A Warning Voice. 


Early this morning the Georgia railroad re- 
ceived the following telegram from Mr. R. QO. 
Barksdale, agent at Washington, Ga.: 

Last night it rained here very hard. I would 
advise Augusta to prepare for a freshet, if i¢ 
should continue at it much longer, and is general. 

The following telegram was received this 
afternoon from Mr. W. N. Mercier, of Au- 
gusta, whois up at Mt. Carmel, S. C.: 

The rainfall here!for the past forty-two hours 
was four and a half inches. 

Observer Fisher, of the weather bureau, re- 
orts that therainfall for the twenty-four 
1ours ending at 8 o’clock this rnorning, was at 

Anderson, S, C., 1.89 inches; Washington and 

Toccoa, Ga., 1.10 inches. He predicts that the 

river will touch thirty-two feet in Augusta. 
Raining Steadily. 

It has been raining almost steadily since last 
night. The river rose slowly ali night until 4 
o’clock this morning, when it got on a stand- 
still at twenty-five feet, six inches. It stood 
at that height eight hours, until! noon, when 
the rains that fell up the country 
last night commenced reaching here, 
and then it took a fresh start 
and began rising two inches an hour. It kept 
up at that rate until 3 o’clock, when it in- 
creased and ruse three inches an hour, and at 
that time measured twenty-six feet three 
inches. This afternoon it made another in- 
crease of the rate of the rise to fourinches, and 
tonight at 10 o’clock the water registers twenty- 
eight feet three inches, and continues rising 
four inches an hour. 

The Swamps Are Filled. 

All swamps and creeks up the river are filled 
and the water has no other course to take but 
come down stream. 

Tonight many citizens are down at the bridge 
reading the gauge for personal satisfaction, 
and the continuous rise at a rather rapid rate 
makes them a little apprehensive. No damage 
has yet been done, but if the water reaches 
thirty-two feet, it will make things unpleas- 
ant. Considerable driftwood is coming down 
stream. A light rain is falling here tonight. 

High Water Around Athens. 

ATHENS, Ga., January 19.— [Sp 3eial.]— The 
Oconee is out of its banks, and Trail creek is 
neariy running over the bridge. The waters were 
still rising at dark, and if they continue at this 
rate, may go over the check factory bridge. All 
of the factories are shut down on account of high 
water.

we TELLS OF THE SOUTH AND HER LEE, 


While the Rugged Veterans Wildly Wave 
Their Arms, and Yell with 
Enthusiasm, 


tt was General Robert Edmund Lee’s 


birthday. 

And the Virginia Society, of Atlanta, 
paid its tribute to the memory of the 
great chieftain. 

An annual eulogy was delivered, and 

“ a finer or purer one 

was never heard. 
The Virginia Society 
is composed of ladies 
and gentlemen who 
love and revere the 
memory of General 
Lee deeper and more 
holier than anything 
else in the world. 
we Their love for the 
patriot, warrior and statesman is deeper 
and purer than all other things, and when 
the day dawned, though cloudy and rainy 
as it was, every Virginian in Atlanta 
awoke with a prayer in which a. tribute 
was paid the great warrior who came into 

the world eighty-five years ago. 

Early in the morning President Douglas, 
of the society, and the committee 
of reception, were at the Kimball 
to pay their respects to Colonel O’Ferrall, 
the orator of the day. 

The late arrival of the train on which the 
Colonel and Mrs. O’Ferrail came made 
them late for breakfast. The meal was 
served in their suite of rooms—the same 
President and Mrs. Cleveland occupied 
when they were in Atlanta in 1887, 
and by Senator Hill later. 

Before the colonel was ready to leave his 
apartments the rotunda and arcade of the 
hotel were thronged with confederate vet- 
erans and others who wanted to grasp him 
by the hand. About 100’clock the colonel 
came into the rotunda accompanied 
by President Douglas, and in 
an instant was surrounded by the men who 


pad followed that old battle flag. 


It was simply an ovation to O’Ferrall that 
ensued. 

Men who had never met him before pushed 
forward to grasp his hand. 

Men who had only heard his name and 
learned his fame rushed through 
the crowd asking for ‘an introduction. 

But the old veterans, remembering their 
years of hardship and discipline, waited 
patiently for the battle-scarred orator to 
teach them. 

And when the leader and his followers 
‘came together it was a love feast. 

Soldiers, now citizens, who had never 
O’Ferrall before, threw 
their arms around him _  as_ affection- 
ately as if he had beenabrother. The ro- 
tunda and arcade echoed his name all day long, 


pand every one wanted to meet him. 


Throughout the day there was a stream of 
visitors, and cards were constantly going 


fo the apartments when the colonel was not in | 


the rotunda. He was not feeling well during 
the noon hours, and many visitors were neces- 
grily turned away. 

Mrs. O’Ferrall remained in the palatial sec- 
ton of the hotel quietly until after 
dinner, when~she was “at home’ to 
the ladies of Atlanta. 

And the ovation the sweet Virginia lady re- 
ceived was equalled only by that her gallant 
husband had. 

Late in the evening a carriage was driven to 
the ladies’ entrance, and Colonel O’Ferral). 
accompaniedjby Mrs. O’Ferrall and Mr. George 
Conrad, a promising and successful young 
lawyer of Harrisburg, Va., entered and were 
driven to the statehouse. 

The hall of the house of representatives was 
filled when the party entered, and as it en- 
tered a storm of applause went up. 


Colonel O’Ferrall was conducted to the ' 


speaker’s stand by President Douglas. 
Mrs. O’Ferrall and Mr. Conrad took a seat 
in front of the stand. 


The hall contained nearly as many ladies as | 
gentlemen, while the galleries were crowded 


with gentlemen. 
The very sight of the distinguished orator as 
he entered the hall wasenough. An uproar 


of loud et an page greeted him, lasting until he 
had walked to his seat on the spéaker’s stand. 
He turned several times and bowed gracefully 
in acknowledgement of the cheering. 

When silence was obtained Mr. Hamilton 
Douglas arose and said that the ceremonies 
would be opened with prayer by the chaplain, 
Dr. J. William Jones. 

Dr. Jones offered a most touching and elo- 
quent appeal to the living Je- 
Ovah, asking God’s blessings upon 
the doings of southern men on Lee’s birthday. 
He prayed blessings upon ‘‘Dear old Virginia, 
the land of our love—and mother of patriots.”’ 
He asked for God’s favor on Georgia, too, and 
upon the whole reunited republic. He prayed 
most fervently for these blessings.

Among other things, he said: ‘Let us hope 
that the gubernatorial honors of old Virginia 
are yet to crown the *handsome head of him 
who is our guest this night,” and the speech 
brought down the house with loud applause, 
indeed.

Colonel O’Ferrall’s Speech. 


Colonel O’Ferrall arose amidst deafening 
applause. 

_He expressed his pleasure at coming for the first 
time to this city of marvelous growth and superb 
beauty upon the invitation of the Virgniia 
Society, and upon a mission so holy. Why is it, said 
he, that today, all over this Georgia land, no anvil 
rings, no wheel of industry revolves, no saw, 
spindle or loom sings its merry song, no furnace, 
forge or rolling mill sends out its lurid glare and 
no office or store door is open? Why is it that 
from Georgia’s border to border this day is ob- 
served as a holiday? 

The answer is engraved everywhere, and is wet 

with love's tear drop. 
_ Eighty-five years ago today a child was born 
In the Old Dominion of legends and lays, tradi- 
tions, glories and memofies destined to dazzle the 
world with the effulgency of his manhood 
achievements, and draw from every land where 
Civilization and chivalry had dawned its plaudits 
and its praises. 

Itisto celebrate this, the anniversary of that 
birthday, that you have laid aside your duties and 
cares, and I have come, at your bidding, hundreds 
of miles. 

Then giving a brief biographical sketch of him 
‘*‘whose name is enbinannall on these walls,’’ he 
said that commencing at Malvern Hill and running 
through the battlefields of second Manassas, An- 
tietam, Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettys- 
burg, and the Wilderness and in the trénches 
around Petersburg, his name was encircled with 
a halo of glory as bright as the jacinth breastplate 
ofan angel, and even when his ranks had been 
reduced to amere skirmish line, and his ragged 
and worn veterans were hemmed in by the mighty 
hosts of Grant, and the impulses of his great soul 
impelled him to sue for terms, yes, on the dark 
and dismal tield of Appomattox, his name still 
shone with the brilliancy of the richest diadem in 
a royal crown, 

More than twenty-one years have passed since 
his soldier and patriot spirit winged its 
flight to meet a soldier and a patriot’s God; 
but his name has grown brighter and brighter, 
more and more honored, more and more beloved 
as these years have run their cycles, and the his- 
torian has written his pages and the poet _has 
tuned bis _— to give his deeds immortality. 

Foreign lands sing pwans to his memory; our 
own northland, whose Gettysburg felt his blows 
and whose sons felt his steel, reverence it; while 
in this southland of ours itis sacred all the day 
long and all the year round; sacred around the 
home’s hearthstone; sacred in the marts of trade; 
sacred in the whirl of business; sacred at the foot 
of the altar of the living God—sacred everywhere, 

He said that on a lovely morning in October last 
he stood on the field ot Appomatiox; it was the 
first time his feet had ever pressed its classic clay, 
for when the surrender took place he was on duty 
in the valley of the Shenandvah. 

His vision swept over the broad acres upon 
which the confederate muskets were stacked, their 
cannon pealed and their flag furled forever. Mein- 
ories fast and thick gath@red about him; emotions 
fast and thick filled his soul; his pulse and his 
heart-throbs quickened and his blood rushed 
through its channels, while tears gushed from 
their fountains. 

He stoodupon ground consecrated by the last 
soldier footprints of him whose memory-worship 
had drawn us together this night; ground conse- 
crated by the surrender to overwhelming numbers 
of that army whose like the world has never seen, 
which dipped its conquering banners in the blood of 
eight and twenty 8sanguinary battles, and strewed 
its hgroic dead from the base of the Pennsylvania 
mountains to the gate of our capital city on the 
James. He said he felt as though he was stand- 
ing in the graveyard of a nation where reserved 
rights, gvaranteed rights, constitutional rights, 
crushed bopes and blasted lives had all been 
buried.

the 9th day of April, 1865, that band of confederate 

— rested on their arms ready to march up to 
th,asto a friend, and take from his out- 

stretched hand the victor’s wreath of immortal- 

ity—give their lives, their all to. the cause, if their 

oeloved chieftain so commanded. 

“Oh! thought I,” said he, “who can fathom the 
depths of anguish of the patriot-souls who, on 
that historic morning, witnessed the setting of 
the star which had guided them inthe path of 
duty through the cycles of four years; who can 
measure the agony of mind of him whose brow 
was crowned with the laurel wreath of glory and 
fame, and whose bosom had sweiled with the hope 
of placing his southland upon the pinnacle of 
national independence, when he found that fur- 
ther resistance would only result: in the shedding 
of more blood, which fom A but delay the tragic 
end a few hours, or afew days at most,and that 
heaven itself was crying aloud, ‘Make no more 
widows—no more orphans?’ ”’ 

But, continued Colonel O’!ferrall, while we 
love to linger in our imaginations even in sad- 
ness about the spots where glory encircled our 
idolized leader. whether in the: hours of Victory or 
in the hour of defeat, let us put them behind us 
for the present, Let us pass «on with our bosoms 
swelling with pride in the thought that while our 
flag, which had dallied with the wind and scorned 
the sun and waved so long in triumph and patri- 
otic hope in the lurid glare of: battle on the Jand 
and the wave-rocked topmast on the sea, was at 
last furled and laid to rest with a lost, though just 
cause, it was never stained by dishonor; it was 
never tarnished by cowardice ; it was never sullied 
by brutality. Let us rejoice, joo, in the light of 
the fact that we were victors tia defeat. 

We failedto maintain our confederacy a3 a sep- 
arate and distinct nationality, and thus far we 
stood in the gloom of deteat. But, said he, 
while he would not for a momeat 
disparage the valor of the federal soldiers, he de- 
Clared that in all that goes to make up glory and 
fame, to ark the courage and heroism of a peo- 
ple, brighten the skiea of military renown and 
display superb and transcendant manhood, the 
southern soldiers were the victors. 

He spoke of the weak condit.on of the south as 
compared with the condition of the north. hat 
the south had only a white poipulation of 5,060,000 
as avainst a white population in the north of 
more than twenty million, anc recruits from every 
country of the hatlitable globe; that the south 
had no navy; that her ports were blockaded; that 
she had no money that could be usedabroad; that 
she was without clothing and food, and suffered 
tor want of sufficient arms or ammunition, while 
the north had a powerftu? navy, an established 
currency, a full treasury, and food and clothing, 
arins and ammunition in albundance. 

Yet, said he, victory after victory perched upon 
our banners, and not only did we defend our- 
selves on our own Soil, but three times did 
we invade the enemy’s country and three times 
did we thunder at the gates of their nationa! cvap- 
ital and their president was ready to flee for his 
liberty. 

He appealed to the impartial historian in the 
light of these facts to tell him upon whose brow 
he would place the amarantiiine wreath of immor- 
tal fame? 

He said no impartial historian had yet dipped 
his pen in the ink of truth, but that the pension 
records at Washington were disclosing the truth 
and in blazing words we reid it. 

It is said that there are not more than 200,000 
confederate soldiers living in all the states —in all 
the world. 

How many federal soldiers are drawing pen- 
sions? Let the pension roils speak. Listen, 
520,158. How many are seeking to have their 
names enrolied? Let the pension rolls speak. Not 
less than 500,000. 

How many federal soldiers are living? Give ear 
that ye may hear: 1,208,707,according to the last re- 
port of the commissioner of pensions. 

So there are more than six times as many fed- 
eral soldiers living as corifederate soldiers living. 

Here we have refiecte:! the story of southern 
valor and heralded the achievements of southern 
arms. Monuments need not be erected, inscrip- 
tive columns need not be reared, to perpetuate 
the fame of the soldiers of the confederacy—their 
hames are eternal. 

Then, passing on, he declared that, however 
superb in war, in peace the confederate soldier's 
achievements had, if possible, been grander and 
nobler than in war. 

He spoke of the desolation and ruin that met 
the eye of the confederate when he returned to 
his home, but his manhood at once asserted itself, 
and everywhere could be read his resolution to 
conquer calamity, trampite under his feet calumny 
and raise up his beloved southland from her ruins 
and place her upon the rock of prosperity, bring 
her out from the gloom of despondency into the 
sunlight of hope and carry her_forward until 
she reached almost Utopian heights of ma- 
terial greatness and commercial grandeur, 
and now we see the grand culmination of his 
manly eiforts and the glorious fulfillment of his 
vow. 

He then spoke of the recovery, recuperation 
and progress of the south, declaring that she is 
today the cynosure of all peoples’ eyes. 

She has come out from the gloomy shadow into 
the cheerful sunshine, and now no longer in the 
rags of poverty; but in the purple of regal splen- 
dor she sit upon the throne and at her footstool 
are kneeling the north, the east, the west amd for- 
eign lands, all seeking her favors and her bless- 
ings. 

Rejoice, rejoice, menof thesouth, the victory is 
yours! Proclaim tt; let it ring out like the bugle 
blasts that once fired southern souls, gave 
strength to southern arms and resolution to 
southern hearts! Render praises to Him who di- 
rects the destinies of nations and peoples foren- 
dowing you witha will that adversity could not 
break, a moral courage that malignant power 
could not daunt and a devotion to home and 
native Jand that the hand of persecution could not 
lessen. 

Be not too modest in yourclaims. Justice. rob- 
beth no man. You have worked out your own 
destiny. You have yourselves made your land 
whatitis. No goverumental hand has aided you; 
no governmental sympathy has encouraged you; 
no governmental treasury has opened its vaults to 
you; no governmental smile has brightened your 
thorny pathway; no governmental torch-bearer 
has guided your feet in the darkened ways you 
have walked; no pensions, no Salaries, no bowaties 
have fallen to you. 

You have preserved unimpaired your cfviliza- 
tion and untarnished your escutcheon; and, in the 
language of another, made characters for your- 
selves which it is honorable to admire and vir- 
tuous to imitate. 

In the councils of the nation southern represent- 
atives sit, the peers at least in character, man- 
hood and ahility of the representatives of the 
north, east and west, 

Confederate soldiers are there, and today sit- 
ting inthe high and exalted position of speaker 
of the house. of representatives is one who was 
a boy lieutenant in the old Tenth Virginia in- 
fantry—the able, wise, sagacious, courageous,cooi 
and self-poised Crisp, beloved by Virginia no 
less than by Georgia. 

Happy, proud Georgia! You furnished a Grady, 
pure and peerless, to teach the north with his 
matchless tongue that southern hearts beat in 
unison with the patriotic hearts of the union, and 
to kindle in northern breasts brotherly love and 
fraternal feeling, and even before your tears over 
his untimely death are hardly dry upon your 
cheeks you give to the country a Crisp to speed 
the good work in which his noble soul was en- 
listed, and bring the dawning of a brighter day 
to our common heritage and common country. 

Having dealt with the pastand the present, Colo- 
nel O’Ferrall then spoke of the future. ile said 
that the north and the south were reunited in one 
common bond of union, and stand together under 
one flag and under the aegis of one constitution. 
“What of the future? Dv dangers beset us’’’ he 
asked. 

Yes, on every shand. Vigilance, eternal vigil- 
ance, constitutes our only safety. We have risen 
to stupendous heights in a national sense, ut we 
will descend faster than we have climbed if the 
principles which lie at the foundation of our union 
are not maintained, and the constitution is not 
preserved injits entirety. The reserved rights of 
the states, local self-government, free and un- 
trammeled elections, the right of the 
people to govern themselves and elect their own 
rulers and law-givers, unawed by federal bayo- 
nets, unappalled by federal power, and the right 
of every man to reap and garner whatsoever he 
soweth without being tolled except for the os § 
port of the national government economically ad- 
ministered, must be preserved or the grand struct- 
ure erected by immortal hands, directed by im- 
mortal minds and resting upon the constitation, 
will crumble from dome to corner stone, and we 
will relapse into a state of anarchy, confusion and 
ruin. 

He declared that our only safety was in resist- 
ing usurpation, and in clinging to every right and 
yielding nothing that is not expressly delegated 
or which may arise by necessary implication out 
of some express power in the constitution. 

He said that unbridled partisanship and insatia- 
ble thirst for power was constantly leading un- 
scrupulous and designing men forwardin a cru- 
sade upon the reserved rights of the states and 
the constitutional rights of the citizens; and that 
these men were intensified in their madness by 
their envy and hatred of the people who live 
under a southern sun. Their poor, little, 
shrunken, shriveled, mustard-seced souls never 
experience a generous emotion, @ brotherly feel- 
ing or a wave of patriotic sentiment. “With 
solemn visage and pious action they steal the 
livery of heaven to serve the devil.” They would 
if they could destroy and blight the south, and 
piace ignorance, vice and superstition 
over virtue and _ intelligence. But, said 
he, a greater commingling’ of interests, 
and freer and closer intercourse between the sec- 
tions have shorn these designing men. as well as 
the fanatics of old, of their power, and today men 
of the north, by the tens and tens of thousands, 
brothers in blood and once estranged from us, 
have plucked from their bosoms as they would a 
nettle from their flesh the sectional feeling en- 
gendered by civil strife, and are no longer ene- 
mies, but friends, and are reaching out their 
hands to us and wishing us God-speed in our 
march of progress, standing with us in the main- 
tenance of time-consecrated principles, time- 
honored precedents, and with us recording a vow 
strong aS Hannibal’s vow at the altar of his gods 
of eternal fidelity to every friend of the con- 
stitution, eternal hatred of every foe of 
the heritage transmitted to us —~oby the 
patriot fathers who gave to usa country and the 
oppressed of every land a refuge. He said that 
memories would linger and jast and live, but that 
we avould pat behind us the bitterhess, the worm-

Woot ot bloody strife, and, 
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of the constitution and a reunited e, 
would move forward with our souls ki with 
the fire of devotion to our flag, our union and our 
lawd; and that should the time ever come for an 
exhibition again of southern valor, resisting the 
aggression of a foreign toe, old swords would leap 
from their scabbards like things of life all over 
thejsouth,and the confederate veteran would chal- 
1 the union veteran to meet him where the 
hail is the thickest and the danger the 
deadliest, to do and to dare, and to die if 
need be, in the vindication of our 
counters rights and our nation’s honor. And 
when they are gone their sons will be here to do 
what their fathers would have done—stand by the 
stars and stripes, the red, white and blue, the en- 
sign of this union, the symbol of this land of re- 
publican liberty. 

He then urged his comrades never to be 
ashamed, in the face of God or man, to proclaim 
that they were confederate soldiers, and said they 
should preserve their manhood ; keep bright their 
principies and unsuilied their honor; and be true 
to themselves, their states and their country. 

Colonel O’ Ferrall continued : 

“In meeting here on this occasion we are guilty 
of nowrong to the government under which we 
live. ._When the darkness, of defeat closed round 
us we pledged our allegiance to the flag against 
which we had fought. We have kept our pledge; 
we are loyal to our government, and base 
is the tongue that dares to question our 
sincerity. Weare herein no spirit of disloyalty, 
unless the cherishing of sacred memories and the 
hovoring of our dead be disloyalty, and if 80, 
then I glory in the fact that lamin the midst of 
one of the most disloyal bands that ever stood 
under the rays of heaven’s sun since manhood was 
made to grow in the human breast, and man’s 
heart was filled with the impulses of honor and 
truth, courage and fidelity. While we are loyal to 
the union—by the mothers who love us, by the 
fathers who taught us, by the wives who cherish 
us, by the children who love us, by the homes that 
shelter us, by the heavens above us, by the earth 
beneath us—we swear to be loyal to our dead. 
While we are loyal to the stars and the stripes—by 
the graves all around us, by the battlefields 
all about us, by our blood that 1s 
crimson, by our bosoms that sweil, by all that is 
noble and exalted, by all that is good and true—we 
swear to be loyal to the memory of those who fell 
in defense of the stars .and bars. When you can 
dam up the waters of the mighty Mississippi and 
hold them in the hollow of your hand, ye wicked 
fanatic, then, and not till then, can the gushings 
of the well-springs of southern hearts be stopped. 
When. you can seize the lightning of the skies and 
bind it as an abject slave at the feet of tyrannical 
power, ye south-hater, then, and not till then, 
will the proud and haughty spirit of a true con- 
tederate cringe at the foot-stool of southern ene- 
mies, and with lips foul declare that the graves of 
the confederate dead are the graves of traitors. 
When you can harness the winds and 
make them obey your commands, ye 
bloody-shirt shrieker, then, and not 
till then, will the courage of southern men and 
the fidelity of southern women prove so weak as 
to make them renounce their devotion” to con- 
federate dust, graves and memories. No, no, 
these things can never be while the fields of the 
south beara plant, her rivers course, her» moun- 
tains stand, or her rivulets murmur; and if I 
thought there is one who calls me father, who 
would so far prove false to his lineage, his teach- 
ings and his people as te tarn his back upon the 
traditions, glories and memories which you and I 
love, my comrades, I would stand with head 
bowed and heart heavy over his humiliation and 
shame,”’

a tribute to the old state, and spoke 
of the devotion of all ot her true sons; and in con- 
cluding his remarks he urged upon them the dis- 
charge of their every duty.

Thus spoke the 
great soldier and patriot, hero, Christian and phi- 
lanthropist, whose fame now filJs a universe. 
whose glories now encircle a hemisphere, whose 


achievements in war are painted on every can- , 


Vass, immortalized in song and story, and pictured 
in colors that are fadeless m the skies of military 
renown, and whose Virtues wrap his character in 
immoral grandeur and entwine his memory with 
immortelles. 

‘He is gone, but— 

——in such pomp does he lie 

That kings for sucha tomb would wish to die.”’ 

“And now uasI shall utter his name—a name 
wreathed here by woman’s loving and tender hands

Edinund Lee.” 

As Colonel O’Ferrall concluded his speech 
Dr. J. William Jones introduced a resolution 
returning the thanks of the society to Colonel 
©’ Ferrall for his oration. 

The applause which greeted the resolution was 
equalled only by the frequent applause which 
greeted the colorel during his oration, whicy 
was one of the finest and most scholarly ever 


heard in Atlanta. 

Dr. Jones then introduced this resolution 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That in the death of GeneralW. H, F. 
Lee, since our last meeting, there passed away as 
wue a Virginian, as gallanta soldier, as noble a 
Christian gentleman as the old commonwealth 
ever gave to America and the world. 


THE BANQUET, 


More Than Three Scvre Virginians At- 
tended Last Night. 

The Virginians kept up their celebration 
until this morning, the speeches at the capi- 
tol being followed by a banquet at the Kim- 
ball house. 

It was an elaborate and elegant affair, too— 
the banquet.

The tables were decorated with palms and 
ferns and cut roses. 

President Hamilton Douglass sat at the head 
with the guest: of the day, Colonel O’Ferrall 
on hisright, and Chief Justice Logan Bleck- 
ley on his left. A rare menu was splendidly 
served, and between the courses sweet musical 
selections were rendered by an orchestra. 

After the coffee and the cigars, came the 
toasts, which were as below: 

1. The memory of Robert E. Lee: Soldier, pat- 
riot, stainless gentleman and humble Christian— 
the model man of the centuries. (To be drank 
standing and in silence.) 

®. khe orator of the day who ‘followed the 
feather’ of Ashby, rode with Stewart and Hamp- 
ton, and has brought us an elegant tribute to our 
great chieftain.—Hon. Charles T. O’Ferral). 

3. The Virginia Society: Loyal and true to our 
adopted home, we turn with ‘“‘untraveled hearts”’ 
to our dear old mother.—Rev. Benjamin J. Keiley. 

4. Virginia and Georgia: Twin sisters in the 
revolution of ’76 and in the struggle for constitu- 
tional freedom in °61, may they, guided by the 
southern press, ever remain keystones of the 
“solid south” in promoting the interests of our 
whole country,—Clark Howeil. 

5, Atlanta, our adopted home: None of her cit- 
izens love her more devotedly or are more ready 
to promote her interests or rejotce more heartily 
in er prosperity than we Virginians.—Captain 
E. 8S. Gay. 

6. The Gate City of the south: Undaunted by 
the desolation of war she has risen phenix-like to 
command its commerce and stands for pure pol- 
itics and good government; within its walls none 
are more welcome than true Virginians.—Hon. 
W. A. Hempblil. 

7, Georgia soldiers who served in Virginia: 
They bravely defended the old commonwealth, 
and were sometimes captyred themselves by her 
fair daughters.—Colonel John Milledge.

THE NEW YORE MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 19.—The stock market to- 
day was active and decidedly weak, the pressure 
against it being continued, and the supposed imminent 
war with Chile was again one ofthe most prominent 
topics of conversation on the street, and an important 
cause of the weakness.

So vigorous is the insistance 
upon the theory that the light receipts are the result 
ofthe bad weather that the bulls themselves are hardly 
willing to believe it possible that as yet their oft-re- 
peated predictions have been realized and thelr theo- 
ries of a moderate crop justified. Our southern ad- 
vices do not, however, indicate that the weather at the 
south has been any more inclement than usual at this 
season of the year,‘und we doubt if the falling off in 
the receipts isin any marked degree traceable to this 
cause. Advices today from Rome, Georgia, under 
date of the 16th instant, say: ‘“The indications are 
that the receipts will fall off from now until the Ist of 
September an average of 40 per cent, and we think it 
likely that the guano sales will be from 34@50 per cent 
under last year.’” A late cable from Liverpool, re- 
ceived about 1 o’clock, says: “Manchester decidedly 
better in tone, Spinners becoming uneasy and may 
buy freely soon unless your market fails to advance, 
thereby discouraging purchasers.”’ After 1 o’clock 
the market was quiet but steady, closing finally very 
steady at the highest of the day and about 3 points 
overlastevening. Receipts turn out to be smaller than 
expected--the port movement forthe day only 17,000 
bales, against 39,000 bales last year. Receipts at the 
interior towns of Memphis, Augusta and St. Louis are 
only 1.657 bales, against 3,861 bales last year. The 
port movement for the week is hardly likely to exceed 
110,000 bales, while the interior movement promises to 
be only 29,000 bales, against 59,000 bales last year. If it 
were not believed that this remarkable falling off were 
largely due to bad weather, the market would have 
advanced sharply, and should next week prove the bad 
weather theory a fallacy, the short selling that has 
been predicted upon it will result disastrously to the 
bears.

NEW YORK, January 19—Our market has today 
been the quietest we have had for several weeks. 
At times there were absolutely no offers or bids on 
the floor.

The Ryan case is in the courts again. 

Another document was added to the great 
mass of legal papers which have constituted 
this famous case, yesterday. 

It was a bill of exceptions, and thecase is 
pow before the supreme court.

m: 

Cater Steve Ryan was sent to jail the second 
time for contempt, and all other avenues of 
escape being shut off, the case was again car- 
ried to Judge Clarke’s court in order that Mr. 
Ryan might be given a chance to purge him- 
self of contempt, and thus be released. The 
niscory of this case in Judge Clarke’s court was 
gery short. He decided that he had no authority 
to reopen the case, and Kyan was not given an 
opportunity to make the showing. The case 
was left just where Judge Gober had left it. 
It is to this decision that Mr. Ryan’s attorneys 
take exception, and, for the purpose of getting 
a second hearing, it is filed. 

The first point made in tho bill is the 
holding of Judge Clarke, in that he held that 
he had no authority to reopen the case. This 
was an error; acircuit judge has the right to 
reopen the case. 

The next, and only other point made, is that 
the newly discovered evidence in tle case was 
sufficient to warrant the judge in giving Mr. 
Ryan an opportunity to purge himself of con- 


tempt. 

The bill of exceptions was tendered Judge 
Clarke yesterday morning and he immediately 
signed it, and ordered it transmitted to the 
supreme court. It will be decided at the 
spring term of that court, and if a favorable 
decision is made the second hearing of Mr. 
Ryan will occur about the middle of March. 

The attorneys in the case are Walter R. 
Brown, Albert H. Cox, John L. Hopkins and 
Julius L. Brown. 

The decision in this case will be watched 
with deep interest, as much for the fact that 
it will: settle a question of law, as from the 
reason that the liberty of the merchant prince 
is at stake. 

The James Case. 

The long and tedious James case, which is 
a proceeding against J.H. & A James, 
bankers, brought by former creditors of the 
Mercantile Banking Company, and which bas 
been in progress in the superior court since 
January llth, came to an abrupt halt yester- 
day morning. 

Asick juror was the cause of it, and he 
changed the direction of the case completely. 

He was unable toserve, and it was necessary 
for the case to be continued. 

“IT see now,’ said Judge Clarke, ‘“‘that it 
was a mistake to have begun the trial of this 
cease before ajury. Itisa long suit, and the 
end is several days ahead. I do not like to 
lose the time which has been spent in the trial 


of this case.’”’ 


He then stated that the further hearing of 
the case would be before Captain W. D. Ellis, 
whom he appointed as master in chancery. 

The evidence which has been given up to 
yesterday will be turned over to Captain Ellis, 
and he will continue the case in a day or so.

Mayor and council of Madison v. Wade et al. 
Kiections. Registration. Municipal corpora- 
tions. Constitutional law, Before udge 
Jenkins. Morgan superior court. 

1. While the act of 1877 confers authority on the 
city council of Madison to require registration of 
persons qualified to vote at any corporate election, 
and therefore at an election to approve the local 
School act of 1889, no ordinance comprehensive 
enough to include this latter election having been 
passed when the election was held, the only elec- 
tive body to which the schvol act could then be 
submitted was the legally qualified voters of the 
city, irrespective of registration. The managers 
of the election having rejected the votes of non- 
registered electors and confined the vote to the 

rsons whose names appeared on a registration 

ist made under the existing ordinance and with 

reference to a previous election of a different 
kind, the submission was not to the whole body of 
the leg.l electors. The existing registration or- 
dinance applies only to elections for municipal 
officers. 

2. Under the language of the constitution, the 
school act of 1889 would have to be submitted to 
all the qualified voters mentioned in the act it- 
self, and two-thirds voting at the election would 
not be sufficient to approve the act unless two- 
thirds of the whole number qualified to vote. It 
would be competent for the city, by passing a 
proper registration ordinance, to provide for as- 
certaining the whole number, but until this is 
done, the act of 1889 cannot be worked in harmory 
with the provisions of the constitution. 

3. Registration adds no qualification to voters, 
but only serves to identify them as persons quali- 
fied to vote.

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THE CHIEF JUSTICE | 


Made Up His Mind to Resign, and 
Did So, 


BUT WAS INDUCED TO WITHDRAW IT, 


Chief Justice Bleckley Sends His Letter of 
Resignation to Governor Northen 
But Changed His Mind. 


Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley, the head 
of the. supreme bench of Georgia, sent his 
resignation to Governor Northen several 
days ago. 

The governor read it, and in a few min- 
utes communicated to the chief justice the 
information that he could not accept it, and 
urged him to reconsider it. 

The chief justice did not seem inclined 
to do so, as he had announced in his let- 
ter of resignation his intention to again 
take up the active practice of the law, be- 
lieving that his duty to himself and his 
family demanded that he take advantage 
of his full strength to lay aside a fund for 
old age, instead of wearing himself out in 
the arduous work on the bench of the su- 
preme court of the state, than which there 
is not a supreme bench in the United States 


more closely confining. 

Judge John L. Hopkins, Colonel N. J. 
Hammond, Associate Justices Simmons and 
Lumpkin,and several other well-known lawyers 
called upon Judge Bleckiey and urged him in 
behalf of the bar of Georgia to withdraw his 
letter from the governor, stating that the bar 
of the state would hear with deep regret the 
announcement of his withdrawal from the 
bench, and assuring him that it was the unani- 
mous wish of the lawyers of the state that he 
continue to serve onthe bench. Prominent 
attorneys who happened to be in the city from 
all parts of the state, and who heard the de- 
termination of the chief justice, added their 
entreaty that he withdraw his letter from the 
hands of the governor. 

Than Judge Bleckley Georgia never had a 
greater chieg justice, and since his long service 
on the bench he has never been in better 
trim for work than during the past two years. 
His health has been better for the past two 
years than for a iong time, and his distin- 
guished legal ability and great learning and 
wisdom have never appeared to better ad- 
vantage than during that time. 

Judge Bleckley is a marvel of energy, and 
stands wonderfuily well the great tax to 
which he is subjected in the arduous labors of 
the supreme bench, which requires the con- 
stant attention of himself and Justices 
Simmons and Lumpkin, both of whom are 
hard workers. 

The state is to be congratulated that Judge 
Bleckley has withdrawn his letter of resigna- 
tion. It is true that as an active practitioner 
aman ofhis great experience and peculiar 
fitness for legal work conld have earned more 
than he receives as asalary, and it was: for 
this reason that he made up his mind to-lay 
aside the judicial ermine and again take his 
chances at the courts, 

“I am getting old,” said he to a friend, ‘‘and 
ought to make some money. I have not done 
so to an extent worth mentioning, but if I do 
not give the matter serious consideration now, 
it will be too late after awhile. I am in full 
possession of health and strength, and believe 
that I can do more work now than I have been 
able to do since the war. I know that I can 
make more money for myself and my family, 
and I had about concluded that it was my 
duty to make theeffort.”’ 

The announcement that Judge Bleckley has 
withdrawn his letter of resignation from the 
bands of the governor will be read witha 
great deal of pleasure throughout the state, 
and it is to be hoped for the good of the state 
that he will continue in office, for certain it is 
that there is not another man in Georgia who 
could bring tobear in the discharge of the 
duties of this responsible position such emi- 
nent legal wisdom as fits him for the work. 

A learned lawyer, a wise man, and a phi- 
losopher of the old school, who has made a 
Btudy of human nature, and .who at law stands 
second to no man who ever filled the chair he 
occupies, Judge Bleckly’s record will go to 
history as that of one of Georgia’s greatest 
men.
